Man is by nature a_ praying 
being. He is a creature of prayer. 
He is incurably religious, 


The person who has never de- 
veloped a life of prayer violates 
certain moral, psychic and spiritual laws 
that are designed to operate for both his 
He is 
permitting his soul to remain out of ad- 
justment with the God of the Universe. 


An atheist was once offended when | 
referred to him as a religious fanatic. Un- 
wittingly atheism has become a religious 


| system, whereby atheists seek to satisfy 


the cry of the heart for God by denying 
His existence. Man’s natural urge to- 
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ward prayer would be a sufficient argu- 
ment for the existence of God — if the 
subject were open to question. 


There are six words from the pen of 
the Apostle Paul, which if properly un- 
derstood, will help us gear our spiritual 
exertions to the program of the Infinite. 
They help one understand how to coop- 
erate with God in releasing spiritual pow- 
er, that will produce its equivalent on the 
material plane. They give us a key for 
unlocking the spiritual world, the realm 
of cause, the world of reality. 

Said Paul: “I will pray with the spir- 
hi 
Prayer is a spiritual operation. Let 
us therefore grip the absolute reality of 
the unseen, the invisible, the spiritual. The 
lie of the five senses is to regard the spir- 
itual world as something nebulous, theo- 
retical and unreal. The exact opposite is 
true. The world of reality is the spiritual 
world. The material world is transitory. 
The permanent, enduring values of life 
are spiritual. ‘‘I will pray with the spir- 
it,”” said Paul. 


Creative prayer consists of more than 
words. One may offer an effectual, fer- 
vent prayer and never utter a word. The 
spoken word is only the garment, the 
husk, the hull that the prayer wears. Oral 
petitions have a suggestive value, espec- 
ially in public worship. But words do 
not necessarily constitute prayer. 


There is an outside and an inside of 
prayer. The spoken word is the outer 
garment. It talks about the prayer. But 
true prayer depends upon spiritual con- 
tact, when the human spirit ignites with 
the eternal Spirit. Prayer consists im 
working with God on spiritual levels, 
above the material plane. 


Your spiritual exertions comprise the 
blueprint. When that blueprint — takes 
form in the material world, the prayer is 
answered. The spiritual is the cause. 
The material is the effect. 
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I repeat, prayer is more than words. 
It. is spiritual contact. “I will pray with 
the spirit.”” 


When the human spirit contacts the 
eternal Spirit, a cleansing flame is gener- 
ated in the consciousness of the suppli- 
cant. He becomes the recipient of a holy 
inflow. He is illuminated in mind and 
heart. He is made conscious of the re- 
ality of things spiritual. He speaks the 
This is prayer. 


The life of the prayer, the vitality of 
the prayer, the creative power of the 
prayer, the potency of the prayer, the 
dynamic element of the prayer — de- 
pends upon spiritual contact, not words. 
There is a vast difference between talking 
and praying. It is one thing to talk. It 
is quite another thing to pray. 


The religious leaders in the day of Je- 
sus talked. They spoke eloquent prayers 
in public places. But their words were 
empty. They knew how to talk. They 
did not know how to pray. They de- 
manded the assassination of the Son of 


God. 
The prophets of Baal talked. They 


shouted, screamed, agonized and _ lacer- 
ated their flesh. Nothing happened. Eli- 
jah prayed exactly 63 words. There 
was a flash of atomic power. Flames 
swarmed about the altar, neutralized the 
hydrogen, licked up the water and van- 
ished into the heavens. The prophets 
of Baal talked. Elijah prayed. 


““But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet (of spiritual consciousness) , 
and when thou hast shut thy door (to the 
five senses and the material world), pray 
to thy Father which is in secret; and thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly (in the material world).”’ 
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These are the words of the Lord Jesus 
Christ recorded in the sixth chapter of | 
Matthew’s Gospel. 


If prayer is difficult for you, lacking 
sweetness, joy, rhythm and music, per- 
haps you are concerned with only the out- 
side, the spoken word. Perhaps the spir- 
itual contact is yet to be formed. 


I once heard of an Indian in Okla- 
homa who had never seen a_ banana. 
Somebody gave him one. He did not 
know how to proceed. Finally, he re- 
moved the outside and held the banana 
in one hand, the peeling in the other. He 
threw the banana away, put the peel- 
ing in his mouth, chewed and swallowed 
it. 


His comment was: “Ugh, banana no 
good. Taste bitter.”’ 


Many a person’s prayer life is like 
that! They taste only the outside. They 
have never been gripped by the reality of 


things spiritual. From them Paul’s words 
have a special meaning: “I will pray with | 


the spirit.” 


Next, let it be noted that we live in an 
orderly universe. There is a_ natural 
world governed by natural law. And 
there is a spiritual world governed by — 


spiritual law. The relation of the spirit- | 
ual to the physical is that of cause to ef- | 


fect. 


Science is the religion of things natural 
and religion is the science of things spirit- 
ual. 


If one complies with a natural law, he 
will get a given result. If he opposes a 
natural law, he will suffer the conse- 
quences. If one complies with a spiritual 
law, he will enjoy certain results. If, he 
opposes a spiritual law, he will suffer the 
consequences. Prayer deals with spirit- 
ual verities that are eternal. 


Cause and effect are inseparably relat- 
ed. They always equal each other. Ev- 
ery effect is the result of a cause. Every 
cause produces an effect. Action and 
reaction equal each other in physics, in 
psychology and also on the spiritual plane. 


Let it be understood that all root causes 
originate in the unseen world. The per- 
manent, enduring values of life are spirit- 
ual. Many people live their lives back- 
wards, as if the physical world were ev- 
erything, 


Jesus said: “‘God is a spirit.’’ God is 
the great first Cause. The material world 
consists of secondary causes and outer ef- 
fects. 


“In the beginning God.” He is the 
source, the Cause, behind all things ma- 
terial and spiritual, visible and invisible. 
When the fact of His creative power, be- 
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hind the outer world of material effects 
js comprehended, there remains no difh- 
culty in understanding how changes may 
be wrought in response to the prayer of 


faith. 


The record says: ““There is no power 
but of God: the powers that be are or- 
dained of God.”’ This statement is pre- 
faced, in the book of Romans, with the 
admonition to, ““Be not overcome of evil, 
but overcome evil with good.” 


Miracles do not oppose the laws of na- 
ture. Miracles transcend natural law and 
manifest a higher power. The day of 
miracles, most emphatically, is not past. 


Prayer is the highest and noblest of all 
the functions known to mankind. It 
brings into expression all that is good in 
man. It brings the best to the surface. 
Prayer is not a matter of talking God into 
the notion of doing something. Prayer is 
the art of cooperating with God for the 
accomplishment of His purposes in our 
lives. 


It is therefore evident that the power 
and potency of your prayer will be deter- 
mined by your heart attitude toward the 
heavenly Father. Let there be a clear 
channel between your heart and God’s 
heart. Every obstruction must be re- 
moved. Your will must be subjected to 
His will. In your deepest heart, desire 
the destruction of everything that might 
tend to separate you from Him. 


Secret sin cuts the nerve of prayer. No 
man has ever yet prayed through a dirty 
heart. 
heart.

“If I regard iniquity in my heart, the 
Lord will not hear me,

I do 
not wish to be offensive but I assume that 
we all appreciate the importance of being 
on speaking terms with Almighty God.

A prominent businessman once sent for

me. He asked that I diagnose his prayer 
life. It was the same old story — a 
praying mother, family altar, boyhood 
days at Sunday School, grew to manhood, 
became occupied in a mad race for dol- 
lars, lost his spiritual moorings, could see 
the sunset of life approaching, took inven- 
tory, found that he was not prepared to 
die, got to thinking about his mother, dis- 
covered he could not pray, sent for the 
preacher. 


I sat across the desk from him in his 
palatial offices. He put the question di- 
rect: ‘“Winrod, what gets the matter with 
a man when he can’t pray?” 


I said: “I think I know, sir, why you 
can’t pray.”” He listened attentively. I 
applied soul surgery. I took him back 
to his mother’s faith. I exposed one 
damning thing that was costing him his 
relationship with God. 


At first he said he could never give it 
up. It was there, like a specter, between 
him and his God. We knelt. I prayed. 
He tried to pray. A few months passed 
and I received a letter from this business 
executive. It dealt with routine matters. 
Then, at the bottom, in handwriting, 
there was a postscript —- just a few 
words, but it spoke volumes to me. This 
is what he said: “I can pray now.” 


I knew from the postscript that an in-

Prayer is first vertical, a straight-up- 
and-down contact with God. Then you 
become the recipient of a holy inflow, a 


sense of spiritual illumination. ““The 
things of God are spiritually discerned.” 
Prayer is first vertical, I say . . . and 


then, horizontal. It becomes horizontal 
as the spiritual power thus received from 
above, finds expression in your physical 


environment. The vertical INFLOW 
makes possible the horizontal OUT- 
FLOW 


The power received vertically comes in- 
to manifestation horizontally, and changes 
are wrought in the material world of 
which you are a part. Changes take place 
on the physical side of your personality. 


First vertical, and then horizontal! “‘I 
will pray with the spirit,” said Paul. 
Prayer is first spiritual, and then physical. 
The physical is brought to conform with 
the spiritual. Spiritual exertions produce 
their equivalents in the material. 


Atomic science is helping men to un: 
derstand the reality of the invisible world. 
Science began on the physical side of na: 
ture. With the release of atomic energy, 
it is beginning to touch the soul of things. 
Back of the soul of nature is the living, 
pulsating organism of the spiritual world. 
Mass and substance are objectified effects 
of spiritual creative causes. 


Listen, please, and weigh carefully 
these words from Hebrews 11 :3, ““Things 
which are seen were not made of things 
that do appear.” 


In other words, the things of the ma- 
terial world are produced by spiritual 
creative forces, that you do not see with 
the material eye. ‘“Things which are seen 
(in the physical), were not made of 
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things that do appear (in the spiritual).”’ 


Prayer puts one in touch with causes. 
Then effects in the material world are 
brought to conform to the spiritual blue- 
print. 


A few years ago some men flew 14 
miles into the stratosphere. It was a rec- 


ord-breaking flight. The fliers found 





the higher the altitude, the darker their 


surroundings. It was therefore proved 


| that the atmosphere makes light possible 


on the surface of the earth. 


We live in a world wrapped in moral 
darkness. The Holy Spirit is to the be- 
liever what atmosphere is to the core of 
the planet. He envelopes those who cul- 
tivate His presence through prayer. Chil- 
dren of God-illuminated souls are bright 
lights shining in a dark place. 





There is such a thing as being so yield- 
ed to the Holy Spirit that He takes pos- 
session of the mind and dictates the pray- 
er. He will indicate what to pray for 
and how to pray. He is omniscient. Such 
prayers produce results. The humblest 
saint can move the arm of God. 


“For we know not what we should 
pray for as we ought: but the spirit 
(prays through us) . . . but the Spirit 
maketh intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered.’’ Romans 8:26, 
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“IIJOE UNTO YOU, lawyers! for

The Jews had the light but they refused 
it. Jesus was in their midst and they 
had the sacred Scriptures. But the Phar- 
isees and the lawyers joined hands, as it 


| were, to keep the people in darkness. 


Because of this, the Lord spoke in 
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terms of severest condemnation. He knew 
that if the people did not have light, then 
they were in the blackness of darkness. 


There is no alternative. It is either life | 


or death, truth or error, salvation or con- 
demnation, heaven or hell. 


We all know the importance of light.

It is the greatest physical phenomenon. 


The greatest claim which the Lord 
Jesus made about Himself emphasized 


that He was the Light of the World. 


followers was that they were the light 
of the world. The greatest witness one 
can bear concerning the blessed Book is 
that it is a “lamp unto my feet and a 
light unto my path.” 


The Master throws light upon the 
events of today. He lights up the night. 
His benign beams enlighten tomorrow s0 
that we know what is coming to pass. 
Thus we need not be taken unawares. 
We can be thankful that His light shines 
into the past, illumines the present and 
brightens the future. What a multitude 
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of things Jesus illumined during His min- 
istry upon earth! 


He threw light upon the character of 
God, upon the nature of man, upon the 
beauty of holiness, upon the awfulness 
of sin and upon the poverty of the far 
country. 


After Jesus had finished speaking to 
the multitude which had gathered about 
Him, ““The scribes and the Pharisees be- 
gan to urge him vehemently, and to pro- 
voke him to speak many things: Laying 
wait for him, and seeking to catch some- 
thing out of his mouth, that they might 
accuse him.” 


Such is the hostility of the human 
heart. Men seem to have little use for the 
Son of God, or the Word of God. May 
we bow with reverence before the words 
of our Lord Jesus as recorded in this chap- 
ter, and realize that we are hearing things 
of tremendous import which concern every 
one of us. 


First, I call your attention to what 
Jesus said about 


JUDGMENT, 


The Master did not hesitate to deal 
with the subject of judgment. He knew 
that men needed to face it and be warned. 


Not long ago I read an interesting par- 
agraph along this line from the pen of 





Charles G. Finney, the famous evangelist | 


of a century ago whose ministry the world 
could afford to hear today. He said, 
in referring to a certain service: ““That 
night I determined that I would cry aloud 
against the sins of the people, and bring 
to bear the very fires of hell as a final 
consequence of their rebellion. For al- 
most two hours I literally flailed the evil- 
doers who sat before me. I called God 
to witness that the judgment was not far 
off for them. Concluding, I gave a few 
moments to the mercy of God, but I did 
that in a stern manner. I was determined 
that the people should for once stand face 
to face with the fact of sin and hell. That 
night the meeting broke and I think I 
never experienced such a divine demonstra- 
tion.” 


In calling attention to the fact that “‘the 
queen of the south’’ and “‘the men of Nin- 
eveh”” would rise in the judgement, Jesus 
stated in unmistakable language that death 
does not end all. 


If death were the end of human ex- 
istence, there would be no rising in the 
judgment, as here indicated. Perish the 
thought, if you entertain it, that Jesus 
did not know whereof He spoke. He 
knew the reality of the eternal. He under- 
stood full well the truths He enunciated 
about the future. All men everywhere 
would do well to heed His words. 
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Unbelief and unwillingness to accept 
such teaching, will in no wise alter the 
awful reality of what the Saviour said. 
There is a God, and Jesus knew that men 
were accountable to Him, and this will be 
called for in the day of judgment. “‘And 
before him shall be gathered all nations: 
and he shall separate them one from an- 
other.” 


A traveler said: “As the mist lifted 
from the distant horizon our eyes beheld 
our destination. There, rearing its rugged 
head against the sky, stood Table Moun- 
tain, and Cape Town lay beneath it as 
though seeking its protection from some 
dreaded foe. All on board were more 
or less excited. My attention was directed 
particularly to two passengers who stood 
on the deck straining their eyes in the 
direction of the dock, which we could 
plainly see was crowded with people.

There is no joy or peace in darkness. 
Men only love darkness when it serves 
as a convenience for their wickedness. We 
love days of sunshine and sense a feel- 
ing of gloom when the clouds appear. 
‘Light and more light,” is the constant 
cry of the hour. Business men want bet- 
ter lighting for their stores. Housekeep- 
ers want more light for their homes. Je- 
sus had a great deal to say about the 
light. 


The Jews should have recognized the 
light that was resident in Jesus. They 
should have recognized the works He 
wrought before their eyes as highest evi- 


dence of His Messiahship. The light is 
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shinmg today for each of us. The evi- 
dence of the truth of Christ Jesus abounds 
in the records of Christianity, and in daily 
demonstration of the living Christ in hu- 
man hearts. The pity is that in the face 
of these eternal truths men are shutting 
their eyes and deliberately living in dark- 
ness. 


To multitudes at this terrible hour in 
world history, the truth is but a black 
spot on the retina of their souls. The 
glorious light of the Gospel has become 
the densest darkness in the hardening pro- 
cess of their hearts. ‘“Take heed,”’ said 
Jesus, “‘lest this thing happen to you.” 


As we come to the last section of this 
woe’ chapter, let us consider what Je- 
sus said about 


« 


SHAMS. 


Dining with a certain Pharisee, the 
Master failed to wash His hands before 
eating. This so shocked the host that ‘‘he 


marveled that he had not first washed 
before dinner.” Knowing what was go- 
ing on in the man’s thinking, the Lord 
said: ‘‘Now do ye Pharisees make clean 
the outside of the cup and the platter; 
but your inward part is full of ravening 


and wickedness.”” (verse 38-39). 


To the Jewish mind, eating with un- 
washen hands was tantamount to a ter- 
rible sin. The Pharisees were clean to 
the finger tips, but their ceremonial clean- 
ness was to them of greater importance 
than moral purity. Jesus was not inter- 
ested in the external. He was concerned 
primarily with the internal. 


He saw the corruption of the human 
heart. He saw how these men put the 
lesser things above the weightier matters 
of the law. He realized the corrupting 
influences of the Pharisees who had gath- 
ered about Him. With firmness and di- 
rection, He condemned them and _pro- 
nounced a series of three woes. 





| Having heard all of this, ‘‘then an- 
| swered one of the lawyers, and said unto 
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him, Master, thus saying thou reproach. | 
est us also.”’ (verse 45). This lawyer © 


took the language of Jesus as an insult, 
Quick to sense the cpportunity this of- 


fered, the Master sought to uncover the | 


wickedness of another class. He pointed 
out how they added the traditions of men 
to the law of God, yet would not apply 
them to their own lives. They failed to 
live by their own code, and that is why 
Christ pronounced such scathing judg- 
ment upon their rank insincerity. 


He pointed out how they were build- 
ing memorials to slain prophets, yet in 
their wickedness, continued killing proph- 
ets and the Lord’s servants who came 
among them even as their very Scriptures 
predicted. Here was hypocrisy which 
called forth another ‘woe’ from His pure 


and undefiled lips. 


The final charge Jesus brought against 
them was based upon the prostitution of 
their office as custodians of the law. They 
were teachers of the people and supposed 
to instruct them, not only in the ceremon- 
ial law but also the moral. 


Their terrible sin was that of taking | 


from the people “‘the key of knowledge” 
through the traditions which they substi- 
tuted. They would not go in themselves 


. and sought to keep others from en- © 


tering. 


Paul warns that these very conditions 
will obtain in the professing Church as it 
comes near to the closing hours of this 
age. Men will heap to themselves teach- 
ers who will deny the very Lord who 
bought them. They will take away, if 
possible, the key of knowledge and leave 
men stranded and wrecked along the path 
of life. 


This is Modernism, in its denial of the 
great fundamental truths of Christianity, 
leaving nen with only a human Christ— 
powerless to save from the penalty of sin 
and equally impotent to deliver from the 
power of the grave. Men take away the 
“key of knowledge’’ when they deny the 
essential and unique deity of the Son of 
God, and try to strip Him of His super- 
naturalism. 


It is popular to deny the blood of Jesus 
Christ as being shed for the sins of man- 
kind. A man is thought to be smart if 
he ridicules the physical resurrection of 
our Lord and declares that His bones 
are still in the tomb. The smile of ap- 
proval is upon the faces of certain so- 
called intelligentsia when the Bible is de- 
nounced as containing errors, contradic- 
tions and mistakes. Some alleged theo- 
logians glory in taking away the “‘key 
of knowledge.” 


We see how the Lord Jesus proclaimed 
His contempt, yea, His _ indignation 
against religious shams. 
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In the passage in Matthew’s Gospel 
wherein our Lord pronounces His conr- 
demnation, we read how the scribes and 
Pharisees ‘‘shut up the kingdom of hea- 
yen against men” . . . but in Luke we 
read how they go so far as to take “away 
the key of knowledge.’’ They took away 
the Bible from the people and substituted 
the Talmud, and to this hour the same 


thing is going on. . . only many who ap- 
propriate the term Christian, are substi- 
tuting the evolutionary theory and other 





man-made schemes for the revelation 


which God has given us in His Word. 


A distinguished professor of psycholo- 
gy once told his class of a striking case 
of somnambulism. It was that of a man, 
who one night went downstairs to the 
door of the house in which he dwelt, and 
yet he was asleep all the time. He opened 
the door and stepped out into the street, 
and so strong was the somnambulistic 
trance that he still slept. Not until his 
naked feet touched a little stream that 
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crossed his. path did he awaken to the 
darkness of the night and the strange, 
unfamiliar scene. 


There are souls like that! They will 
never awaken till they touch the cold wa- 
ters of death, and feel the night winds of 
mortality arouse them to the darkness of 
their night and the strange, unfamiliar 
scenes of eternity and judgment. 
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HE RAPID increase of heart dis- 

eases, cancer, insanity and other ail- 
ments has followed the mounting produc- 
tion and use of tobacco during the last 
quarter of a century. 


Nicotine and other poisons in tobacco 
smoke enter the blood stream and injure 
the heart by contracting and hardening 
the coronary arteries. This may cause 
sudden death if an artery becomes chok- 
ed by a blood clot. The irritating effect of 
these poisons may start a cancer any- 
where in the body. Deaths from lung 
cancer have increased in number, as great- 
et quantities of cigarettes have been con- 
sumed by men and women. 


The hardening and breaking of blood 
vessels in the brain may result in mental 
disease or an untimely death from cere- 
bral hemorrhage. Insanity in the United 
States has increased 21 per cent in the 
last decade. Mental disease was the lead- 
ing cause of rejections for military service 
during World War II. The poisons in 
tobacco smoke are filtered from the blood 
by the lungs, liver and kidneys, and may 
cause disease of those organs by infecting 
their cell tissues. 


The biological studies of Dr. Ray- 
mond Pearl reveals that tobacco is caus- 
ing a great increase in the death rates. . . 
as shown by the following figures, com- 
Paring death rates per thousand of non- 
wers of tobacco, with heavy smokers,

have to be stirred against continued ap- 
propriation of these poisons. Companies 
engaged in the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of cigarettes for financial gain will 
have to be curbed. Gaudy and conscience- 
less billboard, newspaper, magazine and 
radio advertising will become repugnant to 
even users of the weed, when they learm 
that it is a criminal enemy of American 
society. The losses resulting from ill 
health are now impossible to calculate. 


An industry that profits from the de- 
struction of its patrons is hardly deserving 
of public support. 


FIVE MAJOR BENEFITS 


A secondary benefit of restraining the 
tobacco industry will be the releasing of 
more than six million acres of land for 
raising essential crops. This is a matter of 
great importance at the present time. Vast 
multitudes of people are in dire need of 
food and clothing. Land now growing a 
non-essential crop can be made to produce 
millions of tons of necessary grains and 
cotton, to relieve world shortages. 


A third benefit will be reduction of 
the number of lives lost and property 
damage sustained from fires, explosions 
and accidents caused by the tobacco hab- 
it. Disaster losses doubled in the United 
States during 1947. Carelessness on the 
part of smokers is now a leading cause of 
fires which destroy homes, hotels, apart- 
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ment house, factories, forests and grazing 
lands. Automobile accidents resulting 
from the sudden death of drivers who

The Orlando, Florida Morning Sen- 
tinel: “John Miller, 34, burned to death 
yesterday eight hours after his marriage, 
while his bride was making frantic efforts 
to rescue him, using an open umbrella as 
a shield against the flames. Mrs. Miller’ 
told authorities the fire started when her 
husband dozed off with a lighted ciga-

rette. 


The Oakland, California Post Enquir- 
er: “Smoking in bed was blamed for the 
fire that burned to death Wilbur Boss 
Gibson, 44, Oakland druggist. Gibson’s 
body was found in a smouldering bed by 
firemen who burst into the room shortly 
before midnight, in response to an alarm 





from another resident of the same apart- 
ment house.” 


A fourth benefit of restraining the sale 
of tobacco, will be removal of one of the 
chief causes of juvenile delinquency. The 
cigarette habit is recognized by the courts 


id increase of lawlessness throughout the 
world. It constantly increases crime losses 
and cost of crime prevention. 


A fifth benefit will be the spiritual pro- 
fit of turning from a practice that is sinful 
in God’s sight. The human body is meant 
to be the temple of God. To defile it by 
using poisons to stimulate the heart and 
nerves is displeasing to the Creator. Athe- 
ism and agnosticism have shown a mark- 
ed increase since cigarettes came into com- 
mon use. The practice of true religion is 
vital to the welfare of any nation. 


Tobacco control will bring improved 
health and fewer deaths. It will provide 
land for raising essential crops. It will 
lower life and property losses resulting 
from accidents and disasters. It will im- 
prove morals and help to control crime. 
It will aid in the restoration of revealed 
religion. 

Christians should ask themselves the 
question . . .

put it before his union as a model for 
this country.” 


On this point, the Ametican Federa- 
tion of Labor organ, Monthly Survey, 
April, 1947, declared: “Every Russian 
worker is bound by the compulsory sys- 
tem. He must accept the wages and con- 
ditions imposed by bureaucrats on pain 
of arrest if he protests. He is tied to his 
job, and may not quit or strike.” 


The labor organ also declared that 
17,000,000 Russians are in slave laber 
camps and charged they were sent there 
because they either criticized something 
or were “‘suspected of secretly disliking 
the totalitarian Communist regime.” 


x«« « 


ILLIAM C. BULLITT, former U. 
S. Ambassador to Russia, told Con- 
gress in March, 1947: ‘“‘No man when 
he goes to bed (in Russia), and no wo- 
man, knows that the secret police aren't 
going to arrive — then comes either death 
in a cellar with a shot in the neck or de- 
portation to one of the forced labor 
camps.” 


Ambassador Bullitt also testified that 
in one winter six million collective farm- 
ers, deprived of food because their grain 
production was too low, were starved to 
death, along with their wives and chil- 
dren. 


But even Russian workers who are 
not condemned to starvation are having 
a tough time of it. 
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John L. Strohm, former editor of 
The Prairie Farmer, visited Russia in 
1947 and found milk selling at 80 cents 
a quart, eggs for 90 cents each, ham at 
$16.40 a pound, sugar and butter at 
$12 a pound, chicken at $4 a pound and 
tomatoes $4 a can. 








He reported that the average wage of 
unskilled industrial workers is $30 a 
month and the average income of coal 
miners $40 a month. 


As against such wages the New York 
Times reports that a Russian worker can 
buy a man’s suit for the equivalent of 


$1,500. 


Even a staunch unionist like R. J. 
Thomas, former president of the CIO 
Auto Workers Union, after two weeks 
in Moscow, had to admit that the work- 
ers’ rule in Russia was bad for the work- 
er. 


“The housing shortage,” he said, “‘is 
so acute that you don’t rent a room— 
you rent a corner of one. 


“Everything is rationed,” he con- 
tinued, “but not only are you told how 
much you can buy but where to buy it. 
If you are rich enough you can buy a 
bottle of beer for the equivalent of $5 in 
American money.”

REW MIDDLETON, for many 

years New York Times correspond- 
ent in the Soviet Union, reported on Feb. 
2, 1948: “‘there is a widespread grumbl- 
ing over shortages of food, clothing, furn- 
iture, transportation and above all hous- 
ing. 


During recent political meetings, he 
said, workers poked fun at the speakers 
by asking the ironic question: ‘Have we 
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achieved socialism yet, or are things go- 
ing to get still worse?” 


He declared that “many who hoped 
for greatness in 1917 and worked for 
a brave new world are about as unhappy 
as people can be.” 


“We thought we were building a 
palace for the people,” said one, “‘and we 
built a prison.”

MERICAN i labor leaders have been 


doing a lot of thinking in recent 
months. Although you may not have 
noticed it, the Taft-Hartley Act is a 
“slave labor’ law and so they are plan- 
ning to defeat for reelection every Con- 
gressman (Democrat or Republican) 
who voted for it.

Later, at its San Francisco convention, 
the American Federation of Labor creat- 
ed ‘“‘Labor’s Education and Political 
League,” voting $1,000,000 for an 
“educational” campaign and $2,000,- 
000 for ‘“‘emergency needs.” On De- 
cember 6th, the “‘League’’ voted to raise 
$8,000,000 in “voluntary” contributions 
of ‘‘at least $1 each.”

He did a good job raising funds for the 
Communists in Spain. 


“This is a drive to change the po- 
litical complexion of our Country — a 
change long overdue,” said American 
Federation of Labor leader Alex Rose.

tian religion is belief.in God and in 
His only begotten son, Jesus Christ, and 
in the Bikde, the wonderful Book which 
has successfully withstood the assaults of 
generations.

The Kremlin has found it necessary to 
issue new directives against religion dur- 
ing the last few months. 


Increasing resentment for the liquor 
interests, accompanied by talk of bring- 
ing back Prohibition in our own Country, 
is a significant development.

These fabulous totals are the amounts 
of federal tax collected, not the sums 
spent for the alcoholic drinks.

BLOW for liberty was struck here 

in Washington, July 22, 1948... 
when Major Robert H. Williams, of 
Army Intelligence Reserve, brought joint 
action against Jewish Congessman Adolph 
Sabath and the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B’rith (rhymes with “‘bad 
breath’’). 


The complaint was filed in District of 
Columbia court, under the section of the 
Judicial Code commonly known as the 
“Federal Declaratory Judgment Act.” 


Papers were served on Sabath in his 
palatial living quarters at the Mayflower 
Hotel. His record as a pro-Communist 
agitator and professional enemy of the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, is 
expected to haunt him during the trial. 


Because Mrs. B. Rothschild is local 
manager of the Anti-Defamation League, 
she was served by the United States Mar- 
shal in her offices at 1003 K Street, N.W. 


Both are charged with circulating 
“false, malicious, derogatory and defam- 
atory (statements) with the intent and 
effect of injuring the plaintiff in his per- 
sonal and professional conduct and repu- 
tation, and to hold plaintiff up to per-

HERE is a story behind the catastro- 
phic disclosures now being made by 
the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. Other revelations regarding the 
coddling of Communist spies in top level 
circles, during the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, will follow. 


The Committee has had knowledge of 
the spy ring for a long time. But the 
Department of Justice demanded the 
right of handling the matter. A grand 
jury was empaneled to hear testimony in 
New York City several months ago. 


Some of the same witnesses, whose 
stories are currently rocking the Nation, 
were Called to testify. Crimes were traced 
to high places. Reports of astounding 
disclosures were soon leaking out. The 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
maintained an attitude of watchful silence. 


It appeared for a time as if the De- 
partment of Justice might do something 
—despite the fact that this branch of the 
Government had been loaded with ex- 
treme Leftists and Jews while Francis 
Biddle and Robert Jackson were Attor- 


ney Generals. 


But by degrees the hearings were per- 
mitted to bog down. Doubts began to 
be expressed that a single indictment would 
be returned. Alarm spread on Capitol 
Hill that everything might be hushed up. 


Members of the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, being closer to the 
people than new deal appointees in the De- 
partment of Justice, finally decided to 
act. This forced the prosecutor, direct- 
ing the grand jury hearings, to move. 
Thereupon, William Z. Foster and elev- 
en other members of the Communist Party 
were indicted. 








This, however, did not satisfy the Com- 
mittee. It had been holding vital infor- 
mation many months—or for that matter, 
the last few years. Witnesses were or- 
dered to Washington. 


When the present hearings are over, 
another grand jury will be empaneled 
here at the Capital to do what should 
have been done by the one in New York.

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“tK7HOSO privily slandereth his neigh- 

bour, him will I cut off: him that 
hath an high look and a proud heart will 
not I suffer.”’ (Psalms 101 :5). 


A sin of sins is slander—falsehood or 
unproven rumor maliciously told for the 
purpose of injuring the influence or repu- 
tation of another, 


In the verse quoted above, the slander- 
er is associated with the person “‘that 
hath an high look” and ‘‘a proud heart.” 
Slander is a double sin; it consists of ha- 
tred in the heart and an untruth on the 
tongue. It is a great sin because it vio- 
lates a great commandment: ‘“Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” 


Slander is listed as one of the four 
cardinal sins and is called the “‘third 
tongue” because it slays three people: the 
speaker, the spoken-to, and the spoken- 
of. It is considered worse than money 
robbery, because it can never be made 
good, while money can be returned. 


A man’s name is in his keeping, held 
in trust; it is, therefore, at the mercy of 
men who know him. Men of honor will 
supremely value a good name, valiantly 
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defend a fine reputation, and scornfully 
silence all unproved rumors. The ear as 
well as the tongue is involved. There 
would be fewer talebearers if there were 
fewer eager listeners. 


A. man’s reputation may be ‘savagely 
shattered by an evil tongue. Listeners— 
some of them, are eager to entertain slan- 
derous reports. Those who are eager to 
hear are just as eager to talk. Aspersions 
thrive on the inventiveness of malice; and 
malice is most inventive. It is the fertile 
soil whence spring hurtful lies. Hatred 
(envy and jealousy) in the heart gives 
birth to lies on the lips. 


Let it be remembered that reputation 
is a most delicate thing. It is easily dam- 
aged. That which takes a lifetime to 
build may be destroyed in a few hours. 
A man’s name is so precious that the per- 
son who slanders it should be loathed. 
We should shun a slanderer as we do a 
rattlesnake or a deadly pestilence. 


He who destroys the reputation of an- 
other is not too good to destroy your repu- 
tation. When you listen to his evil words, 
you encourage his wicked trade and invite 
him to slay you. The slanderer must 
have new victims, Put to shame all such 
assassins with ruthless severity. 


Someone has said: “Slander is perhaps 
the only vice which no circumstances can 
palliate, as well as being one which we 
are most congenial in concealing from our- 
selves.” 


The slanderer receives no reward from 
noble souls. Those who are elevated in 
thought and devotion, live in an atmos- 
phere far above the disposition to receive 
or circulate slander. Slander is a product 
of small souls. 


Is there not enough woe already in our 
world? Why add to the sum of it by 
talebearing? Let us not increase it by 
listening to a talebearer, or by repeating 
his foul words. Seeing that all stand in 
need of divine mercy, let us hide with 
the mantle of love the sins of others. Only 
the merciful shall obtain mercy. 


Dishonor not your own good name by 
stooping to the dishonorable trade of 
slandering, or talebearing. Is adultery, 
or fornication, or stealing, or robbery a 
disgraceful thing? So is slander. Why 
shun one sin and embrace another? Why 
not shun all sins? 


Many who know how to possess them- 
selves of “‘his vessel in sanctification,” 
(I Thessalonians 4:4) have never learned 
to hold their tongues m check. Is it not 
as sinful to misuse one member of the 
body as another? Every member of the 
body, including the tongue, should be 
brought into subjection to the Father's

In the light of these disclosures, the 
report of the Committee On Un-Amer- 
ican Activities dealing with the Condon 
Case, is a document of genuine historical 
importance. 


Tis abridged text is as follows:

R EDWARD U. CONDON, Di- 


rector of the National Bureau of 
Standards, was born at Alamogordo, 
New Mexico, on March 2, 1902. On 
November 9, 1922, he married Emilie 
Honzik, an American-born woman of 
Czechoslovakian descent. 


Dr. Condon is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California. During the years 
1926 and 1927, he studied at the Uni- 
versities of Munich and Gottingen in 
Germany. In 1928, he was a lecturer on 
physics at Columbia University in New 
York City. 


In 1929, Condon was a professor of 
physics at Princeton University and dur- 
ing the years 1930 to 1937, was as- 
sociate director of the physics department 
at the institution. From September 1937, 
through Niovember 4, 1945, he was em- 
ployed by the Westinghouse Laboratories 
at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 


He is principally regarded as a theoret- 
ical physicist which involves radar, nu- 
clear physics, radioactive tracers, mass 
spectroscopy, and the elastic properties 
of metals. 


On November 5, 1945, Condon was 
appointed Director of the National Bur- 
eau of Standards. He was recommended 
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by Henry A. Wallace, who was then 
Secretary of Commerce. The Bureau of 
Standards is a Bureau in the Department 
of Commerce. 

In addition to the employment men- 
tioned above, it should be noted that 
during the year 1940, Condon was a 
member of the National Defense Re- 
search Committee and that during the year 
1941, he was a member of the Roosevelt 
Committee on Uranium Research. Dur- 
ing the Seventy-ninth Congress, Condon 
was scientific adviser to the Special Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy. 

In July 1946 he was a member of 
the President’s Evaluation Committee, 
which was formed for the purpose. of 
observing the effects of the atom bomb 
test made at Bikini Atoll. 


NATIONAL BUREAU OF 
STANDARDS 


The National Bureau of Standards is 
the principal agency of the Federal Gov- 
ernment for research in physics, math- 
ematics, chemicals and engineering. It 
acts as custodian of the Nation’s basic 
scientific standards and serves government 
and industry in an advisory capacity on 
any scientific and technical matters in 
the physical sciences. 


The bulk of the Bureau’s work is 
conducted at its laboratories in Wash- 
ington, D. C. However, it has several 
field testing stations located at various 
points within the United States and its 
territorial possessions, Included in the re- 
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search work presently being conducted by 
the Bureau of Standards is the field of 
radio propagation, which relates to guid- 
ed missiles. 


Researeh projects engaged in by the 
Bureau of Standards at the present time 
concern atomic energy, radar proximity 
fuzes, instrument-landing systems, and 
radiosonde. During the year 1947, the 
Bureau of Standards conducted research 
work on classified projects for the War 
Department, the Navy Department and 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 


The atomic-bomb project itself origi- 
nated in the Bureau in 1939. 


The Bureau of Standards is one of 
the most important national defense re- 
search organizations in the United States. 
Because of this, it has become the tar- 
get of espionage agents of numerous for- 
eign powers. 


CONDON UNDER SUSPICION 


The subcommittee (of the Committee 
On Un-Americ?- Activities) has in its 
possession a list of employees of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards who have 
been cleared by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to perform work on atomic pro- 
jects. Because of the fact that this list 
constains restricted data, it is not being 
included in this report. 


However, it is to be noted that when 
this list was issued at the end of Novem- 
ber 1947, the name of Dr. Edward U. 
Condon was carried in a pending status. 
This list contains the names of all of 
those persons who are qualified to work 
on atomic-energy nrojects from a loyalty 
standpoint. The fact that the name of 
the Director of the Bureau of Standards 
was carried in a pending status by the 
Atomic Energy Commission as late as 
November 1947, becomes a matter of 
serious concern to us when it is recalled 
that he had, as early as 1941, held sev- 


eral important positions in the United 
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States Government which related to the 
development of atomic energy. 


For instance, in 1941, he was a mem- 
ber of the Roosevelt Committee on Uran- 
jum Research, and in July 1946 he 
was a member of the President’s Evalua- 
tion Committee which, as stated pre- 
viously in this report, was formed for the 
purpose of observing the effects of the 
atom-bomb test made at Bikini Atoll. 


It is of interest to note, that in May 
1947, Dr. Condon reorganized the Bu- 
reau of Standards and set up 14 separate 
divisions. Despite the fact that he had not 
been cleared to perform work on atomic- 
energy projects for the Atomic Energy 
Commission, he appointed himself head 
of the Atomic Physics Division, one of 
the divisions involved in the reorganiza- 
tion. 


That the Atomic Energy Commission 
had reason to doubt the loyalty of Dr. 
Condon is evidenced by a letter, the orig- 
inal of which the subcommittee has in 
its possession, which letter was dated 
July 11, 1946, and is addressed to a 
Member of Congress, who at that time 
was a member of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy of the Congress. 


This letter was written by a person 
who held a high post in the security di- 
vision of the Manhattan project, and who 
is now a ranking official of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The first paragraph 
of this letter is quoted in part as follows: 


“Attached is a very hurried at- 
tempt which may be of some help. 
UNTOPEUNATELY, THE .c.ccsscsissceecsece group 
has loaded me down in preparation 
for Friday’s meeting. May I suggest 
that you demand Dr. Condon’s rec- 
ord of the FBI. It would be enlight- 
ening.” : 


QUESTIONABLE ASSOCIATIONS 


The associations of Dr. Condon and 
his wife have been cause for great con- 
cern to the agencies charged with the 
security of the United States. He, know- 
ingly or unknowingly, entertained and 
associated with persons who are alleged 
Soviet espionage agents, and persons now 
reported to be under investigation by a 
Federal grand jury. 


So serious have Dr. Condon’s associa- 
tions been, that on May 15, 1947, J. 
Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, sent a confi- 
dential letter to W. Averill Harriman, 
Secretary of Commerce. The letter is 
quoted in part as follows: 


“The files of the Bureau reflect 
that Dr. Edward U. Condon has been 
in contact as late as 1947 with an 
individual alleged, by a self-con- 
fessed Soviet espionage agent, to 





have engaged in espionage activities 
with the Russians in Washington, 
D. C., from 1941 to 1944. 


“Mr. and Mrs. Condon associated 
with several individuals connected 
with the Polish Embassy in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Among those are Mrs. 
Joseph Winiewize, wife of the Polish 
Ambassador, Virginia Woerk, a 
clerk employee of the Polish Em- 
bassy, Helen M. Harris, secretary of 
the Polish Embassy and Ignace 
Zlotowski, former counselor of the 
Polish Embassy and presently a Po- 
lish delegate to the United Nations. 


“Helen Harris is identified as a 
former secretary to the American 
Soviet Science Society during the 
time it was known as science com- 
mittee of the National American 
Soviet Friendship Society. She 
went to work for the Polish Embas- 
sy in the fall of 1946. 


“Zlotowski is identiffed as a nu- 
clear scientist who studied under 
Joliet Curie, known member of the 
Communist Party. He was ex-secre- 
tary of the American Soviet Society. 
It is known that in February 1947, 
Zlotowski purchased 270 books on 
atomic energy which had been pub- 
lished by the Department of Com- 
merce. 


“It is also known that Mr. and 
Mrs. Condon were in contact with 
several other persons closely asso- 
ciated with this alleged Soviet es- 
pionage agent. It is also reliably 
reported that in March 1947, Zlotow- 
ski offered the use of the Polish 
diplomatic pouch to scientific groups 
as a means of transmitting scientific 
material outside the United States, 
dissemination of which had to be re- 
stricted because of security reasons 
by military authorities. 


“Zlotowski was in contact with 
Anatole Cromov, first secretary of 
the Soviet Embassy who has since 
returned to Russia. Mrs. Emily 
Condon applied for passports for 
European travel in 1926, and pass- 
port for travel to Russia in 1945. 
Passports were withdrawn. Condon 
was issued passport 276319 on Octo- 
ber 11, 1946, to travel and study in 
Germany, France, Holland, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, Great Britain, Den- 
mark, and Switzerland. He applied 
for passport June 4, 1946, to Russia 
which was issued but later cancelled 
by the Army.” 


There are other instances in which 
Dr. Condon and his wife have been 
guests at the home of persons who are 
attached to the Embassies of Soviet Satel- 
lite nations. Also present were the re- 
presentatives of official Soviet agencies. 


We have previously stated herein that 
the Bureau of Standards, because of its 
importance to the national defense, has 
become a focal point for espionage agents 
attached to foreign governments. For a 
great many years, the Bureau of Stand- 
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ards has been visited by representatives of 
many foreign governments. 


In order to accommodate foreign visit- 
ors, shortly after his own appointment as 
Director of the Bureau of Standards, Dr. 
Condon appointed Demetry I. Vinograd- 
off, a Russian-born scientist, as the liaison 
representative of the Bureau. Vinograd- 
off, prior to his affiliation with the Bu- 
reau of Standards was employed by the 
Westinghouse Laboratories at Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. During the wartime years, 
he was in charge of liaison between the 
Westinghouse Electric Company and the 
representatives of the Soviet Purchasing 
Commission, 


CONTACTS WITH SPIES 


During the period July 1946 through 
March 31, 1947, a total of 238 visitors 
and 64 delegates from foreign nations, 
including Russia and Poland, visited the 
National Bureau of Standards. During 
this period, a total of 39 Russians and 3 
Polish nationals visited the Bureau. 
Among these visitors were the naval at- 
tache and the assistant naval attache, of 
the Russian Embassy, and three repre- 
sentatives of the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration. 


Since March 1947, a total of 666 per- 
sons representing foreign governments 
have visited the Bureau. Very few Rus- 
sians or Russian satellite nation repre- 
sentatives are included in this number. 
The reason for the decline in the num- 
ber of Russian visitors to the Bureau of 
Standards is unknown to this subcom- 
mittee. 


However, it should be noted that dur- 
ing the month of December 1946, Dem- 
etry I. Vinogradoff, liaison officer of the 
Bureau of Standards, made arrangements 
with F. T. Orekahov, the first secretary 
of the Russian Embassy in Washington, 
D. C., to discuss the problem of exchang- 
ing books, pamphlets, and other written 
material. The arrangements for the dis- 
cussion were made by Vinogradoff at 
the request of Dr. Condon, and it was 
agreed that the discussion between Oreka- 
hov and Vinogradoff would be informal 
because, otherwise, it would be necessary 





to obtain a clearance from the State De- 
partment. 

It is also known that Vinogradoff has 
been in close touch with Captain A. F. 
Belikov, Assistant Naval Attache of the 
Russian Embassy... . . 


Your subcommittee, by a very diligent 
investigation, has determined that Dr. 
Condon has in the past 5 years been in 
personal contact and communication with 
a number of individuals who are Amer- 
ican citizens, but who are members of 
the Communist Party. 


There is no evidence in our possession 
that Dr. Condon is a member of the 
Communist Party, however, but as a 
member of the executive committee of the 
American-Soviet Science Society, which 
is affiliated with the National Council 
of American-Soviet Friendship, Inc., and 
which was recently cited as a subversive 
organization by Attorney General Clark, 
he has lent his name and influence to one 
of the principal Communist endeavors 


in the United States. 


Speaking before the Fifth Annual 
Scientific Institute, March 5, 1946, Dr. 
Condon stated, in speaking of Russia: 

“We must welcome their scien- 
tists to our laboratories, as they have 
welcomed ours to theirs, and extend 
the base of scientific cooperation 
with this great people. Of course, 
we must behave this way toward the 
scientists of all nations. I only men- 
tion Russia because she is right now 
the target of attack by those ir- 
responsibles who think she would 
be a suitable adversary in the next 
world war.” 

This subcommittee is in possession of 
no evidence or information which indicates 
that the Soviet Government has in the 
past, or will in the future, permit the 
scientists of the United States in their 
laboratories or to make available to them 
any information of any scientific im- 
portance. Any Government official who 
is not aware that the Soviet Union is 
bent upon the Stalinization of the world, 
is not qualified to hold a strategic position 
which affects the security of the United 
States. 


CONCLUSIONS AND REC- 
OMMENDATIONS

don, we wish to emphasize that what is 
involved is not a question of freedom of 
speech or research. The ruthless rush of 
Stalin through Europe, in the opinion of 
this subcommittee, necessitates a revision 
of the policy and thinking of this Gov- 
ernment and the people of the United 
States, regarding Communism. 


We should bear in mind, that the 
Government is charged not only with 
the administration of public affairs, but 
it is also charged with the security of 
the people and the institutions of | the 
United States. 


Whether we like it or not, we are en- 
gaged in a great epochal struggle; not 
a struggle with guns, because the Com- 
munists don’t fight that way. 


In this Country they haven’t gotten as 
far as they have in Czechoslovakia, but 
they got pretty far, because they got a 
man as Vice President of the United 
States, and he is now their candidate for 
President, and he is the same man who 
recommended Dr. Condon as Director of 
the Bureau of Standards. 


We recommend that the full com- 
mittee address a communication to the 
President of the United States, calling 
to his attention the fact that the situation 
as regards Dr. Condon is not an isolated 
one, but that there are other Government 
officials in strategic positions who are 
playing Stalin’s game to the detriment 
of the United States. 


It should also be pointed out to the 
President that the evidence before our 
subcommittee and the evidence which we 
are sure should be available to him, indi- 
cates very strongly that there is in oper- 
ation at the present time in the United 
States an extensive Soviet espionage ring, 
and to permit this mng to continue, in 
view of the high atomic prizes which 
they are seeking, is folly, and can only 
lead to ultimate disaster. 


(This ends the abridged report of 
the Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties . . . dealing with the Condon Case.)

Donald R. Richberg, reformed new 
deal brain truster, said at the same time 
that should left-wing pressure groups pre- 
vail upon Congress to enact such a mea- 
sure, it would be unconstitutional. He 
called the proposal ‘“‘Communistic and de- 
testable.” 


THE TRUE PURPOSE 


Why should Jewish groups want to 
shackle such a Soviet system upon the 
American people? 


Why? 


The answer is: They regard it as an 
antidote to anti-Semitism. 


This phase of the problem was given 
an airing in Denver last year. Many 
will recall that the Rocky Mountain area 
was chosen as a proving ground, follow- 
ing the so-called Civil Rights Congress 
held at Detroit in April 1946. 


Jews, Communists and an assortment 
of Leftists organized what they called 
the ‘Denver Civil Rights Interim Com- 
mittee.’ It was created to serve between 
the Detroit meeting, and the time when 
Mr. Truman would submit their legisla- 
tive proposals to Congress. The Commit- 
tee was entrusted with the task of test- 
ing methods to be applied on a nation- 
wide scale. 


The group was dominated by Samuel 
Menin, Denver attorney for the Commu- 
nist Party . . . and Louis Sidman, secre- 
tary of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B'rith, 


After months of prying into the per- 
sonal affairs of individuals and organiza- 
tions, the Committee released its report— 
a strange document attacking Denver law 
enforcement agencies, ‘‘Fundamentalist 
Christianity,” Dr. Harvey H. Springer 
and other reputable citizens. It demand- 
ed, among other things, that the pulpit 
of the Englewood Baptist Church, served 
by Dr. Springer, be declared vacant. 


Thereupon the well-known cowboy 
preacher called a mass meeting in the 
Denver City Auditorium, attended by 
more than five thousand persons. Dur- 
ing the course of his address he suggested 
a permanent cure for anti-Semitism. This 
is what he said: 


“Now Mr. Sidman, please let me give 
you a few words of sound advice. 


“‘May I tell you, in a single sentence, 
how to put an immediate end to anti- 








Semitism in the United States? I can 
tell you in one sentence how your fears 
can be brought to an end. 


“You have a powerful organization. 
The Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith is said by investigators, to have 
1,200 units, or centers of activity scat- 
tered over the Country. You have great 
power. 


“Instead of using this organized form 
to help the Communist cause . . . If your 
organization will’ reverse itself . . . and 
will take an immediate, open, honest, sin- 
cere stand against Communism through- 
out the United States and really mean 
it. . . join in and help us Christians wipe 
out the red menace in America, anti- 
Semitism wlll come to an end within 30 
days. And you won't have anything 
more to worry about.” 


A WARNING TO NEGRO 
FRIENDS 


Instead of falling into the communistic 
trap so carefully prepared for them, Ne- 
groes will do well to heed the warning 
of Professor Alfred Rehwinkle, in whose 
book, “Communism and the Church,”’ we 
read: 


“The Communists are working fever- 
ishly among the Negroes to gain them 
for their cause. They flatter them, they 
harangue them, they indoctrinate them, 
they give them positions of influence in 
the Party, they fan in them the flames 
of hatred against their white ‘oppressors’ 
and they promise them a millennium gov- 
erned by a proletarian dictatorship. . . 


‘Those who seek a millennium in Com- 
munism are following a phantom and a 
mirage. Communism is not a solution for 
the ills of the world. It is a powerful 
deception, a political and social quack- 
ery. It promotes hatred and class war. 
It destroys the sacredness of the individ- 
ual personality and is hostile to the Chris- 
tian religion and Christian morality.”

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OODOOISM, as we observe it on 

our mission field, is a form of Satan- 

ic religion. The strange feats of the devil 

doctors, so baffling to human understand- 

ing, can be explained only on the basis of 
demonology. 


Fifteen years ago a degenerate white 
planter in Haiti boasted that the power of 
Voodooism could never be broken. He 
was mistaken. We are seeing clouded 
souls enlightened by the creative power of 
the Gospel. Other agencies are also help- 
ing to undermine Voodoo religion. 


But the priests of this hideous system 
are still numerous in Haiti. Fortunately, 
however, some of their grosser abomina- 
tions are becoming less frequent. If the 
Gospel has worked directly, converting 
the souls and changing the lives of Voo- 
dooists . . . it has also worked indirect- 
ly through the government, in curbing un- 
speakable practices of the bush. We find 
that the powers of darkness do not yield 
without a struggle. 


During the years that the good Presi- 
dent Geffrard ruled Haiti, Voodooism 
was very bold. He opposed it. The fol- 
lowing story comes from a distinguished 
ofhcer in the British Embassy at our cap- 
ital city, Port-au-Prince. . . 


This man, and another, were appoint- 
ed to secure firsthand evidence. I have 
their names on file. 


RITUAL MURDER 





At the village of Bezeton near Port- 
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au-Prince, lived a priestess by the name 
of Jeanne Pelle and her brother, Congo 
Pelle. They were black magicians in the 
truest sense. Human sacrifice was prac- 
ticed in the bush rituals. 


A special festival was approaching and 
they decided to sacrifice their twelve year 
old niece, named Claircine. They cut the 


child’s throat and drank the blood, in 
keeping with their ritual, 


The practice of child sacrifice was 
common in Old Testament times among 
heathen peoples. Strict provision was 
made against it by divine decree. Those 
who engaged in the rite were ordered se- 
verely punished, 


An orgy of sex frenzy and demonical 
dancing followed the slaying of the little 
girl mentioned above. The flesh was 


cooked and those present partook. [his 
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happened so close to the capital that news 
leaked out through informers. The police 
of President Geffrard arrested eight of 
the ring leaders, all promment Voodooists. 
They were brought to trial. The two offic- 
ials I have mentioned were present to 
testify. The exhibits from the Voodoo 
feast were placed on a table. 


These included the clean scraped 
bones of the child, her skull and the sac- 
rificial knives — silent witnesses to the 
dread power that works in the Haitian 
night. The most revolting exhibit was a 
country bowl filled with bean and meat 
stew. One of the white men was so over- 
come with revulsion at the sight of the 
flesh in the bowl, that he hurried out of 
the courtroom to vomit. Overcoming his 
nausea, the witness returned and the trial 
was continued. 


All eight of the murderers were con- 
demned to be executed. They were made 
to stand in front of a firing squad. Just 
before the shots rang out, they cried: 
“You kill us but in the night we will rise 
from our graves.” 


I make no effort to explain the balance 
of the story. 


But the record shows that there was a 
slain goat in each of the eight coffins the 
next morning. The bodies of the Voodoo 
leaders were gone. A heavy guard had 
been stationed on the premises throughout 
the night. 


LIGHT AND DARKNESS 


Such incidents, although not pleasant 
to relate, are occasionally permissible to 
depict by contrast the mighty influence of 
the Gospel. William Carey, in India, 
stopped the sacrifice of widows upon the 
funeral pyres of their husbands. 


The Gospel is gradually destroying the 
tentacles of Voodooism. But let it be re- 
membered that this form of religion still 
has the largest number of followers in 
Haiti. 

Voodoo priests are often able to deceive 
the credulous because of their knowledge 
of native toxicology. They can use a wide 
range of native drugs, extracted from 
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plants, to harm or help. Into a seemingly 
innocuous drink they may slip a drug that 
will bring paralysis, blindness, delirium or 
insanity. 


In spite of government restrictions, 
clever rascals continue to deceive a large 
section of the Haitian population. We 
frequently come upon them in our mission- 
ary work, An amusing incident occurred 
a few months ago... 


A Voodoo man had prepared a filthy 
mess and gave it to a mother for her sick 
child. Had the youngster drunk the stink- 
ing concoction, it probably would have 
died. Just then, two of our Haitian evan- 
gelists came along and took in the situa- 
tion. 


Then ensued a battle royal. They re- 
minded the Voodooist that he was break- 
ing the law. Instead of marching him off 
to jail, however, they asked for the priv- 
ilege of praying. All night they remained 
there, praying in the Name of Jesus that 
the power of Satan would be broken in 
the neighborhood. The Voodooist did not 
accept Christ. But at dawn he quietly 
packed his belongings and left for the 
other side of Haiti. Since then we have 
had encouraging conversions in that area. 
Over eighty were saved in the month of 
June, this year. 


The people of Haiti are friendly and 
lovable. Voodooism has brought upon 
them darkness and misery . . . but the 
Light is breaking. How the heart of the 
Compassionate Christ must yearn over 
these simple-minded, neighborly folk in 
the high hills of Haiti! 


“LYING WONDERS”’ 


Voodoo priests teach their followers 
that they have two souls. When a person 
dies, one soul goes back to the land of 
their fathers to live in bliss. The other 
soul stays near the body and is malignant. 
So, say the priests, for a sum of money, 
they will control the evil soul or chase it 
away. Demons seem ready to back up 
their partners, the Voodoo leaders, by 
evil manifestations. And those who dis- 
obey the priests may suffer! 


A former major general of the Haitian 
army reveals some sidelights on Voodoo- 
im. In old age he is no longer afraid to 
talk. His life is drawing to a close any 
way. 


He speaks with candor about Zombies 
—demonic demonstrations whereby bod- 
ies recently pronounced dead, rise up 
and move about, obviously animated by 
Satanic power emanating from the person 
of the Voodoo devil doctor. Both secular 
and religious writers have dealt at length 
with these strange and gruesome episodes. 


The former army officer, whom I am 
quoting, insists that priests of the bush, 











do have power to breathe life into corpses. 
But the Zombie, who thus rises and ap- 
parently acts like a human being, remains 
entirely under control of the Woodoo 
master, while the demonstration is in pro- 
gress. This practice is now strictly against 
the law in Haiti. 


THE GOSPEL IS DESTROYING 
VOODOOISM 


It has long been a custom for follow- 
ers of Voodoo priests to go to them 
at times of birth, marriage, sickness and 
death. The priest is still patriarch, judge, 
doctor and the dominating factor to large 
numbers of benighted people in interior 
Haiti. But, thanks to the light of the Gos- 


pel, his power is waning. 


The missionary gives honest employ- 
ment as he builds roads, churches and 
houses. His dispensary helps the natives 
resist epidemics. His message brings light 
to the mind and peace to the heart. The 
Voodoo priest only takes, and takes . . . 
giving nothing in return. 


Blood sacrifice is the foundation of 
Voodooism. Children and even adults 
were slain that their blood might speak 
for living devotees of this devilish cult. 
When the Haitian government outlawed 
this abomination, the sacrifice of goats 
and chickens was substituted. There must 


be blood! 


At their ceremonies, blood is sprinkled 
over the people. In these exercises, I sub- 
mit that we are seeing a perversion of re- 
vealed Gospel truth. Somewhere in the re- 
mote background of these people, is the 
knowledge given to the race at the time 
of man’s fall into sin, that blood sacrifice 
would be necessary for human redemp- 
tion. Satan, the arch imposter, has invent- 
ed a wicked counterfeit of Calvary. 


Our evangelists know how to probe the 
mind of Haitians and give explicit teach- 
ing on the manner and meaning of Christs 
sacrifice, so as to lead them into the truth. 





When a Haitian comes to understand | 
that our Lord made a complete sacrifice | 
at Calvary, and that His precious blood | 
speaks for them in the presence of God, 
they are not far from conversion. 
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Just ten days ago, a Voodoo woman 
was remarkably converted. She had heard 
the Gospel many times but did not heed. 
This time she politely listened to the 
evangelist. It is surprising how quickly a 
person steeped in wichcraft can be deliver- 
ed. She tore down from their place of 
honor in her hut, all the fetishes that had 
been used for years. She dug up others 
from their secret places in her yard. She 
took down still others from a nearby 
sacred tree, dedicated to demons. All 
these she put in a bonfire. Then she 
knelt and prayed in the Name of Jesus. 
With joy she arose, “a new creature.” 


Last Sunday, in our grass roofed 
Church at Fermate, two men and a wom- 
an came forward after the morning meet- 
ing and were converted. The meeting last- 
ed four and one-half hours. Many had 
walked great distances over high moun- 
tain trails. They had walked in the path 
of Voodooism in order to worship in the 
Name of Jesus. 


Haiti is emerging. Law has fought 
some of the grosser evils. Missionaries 
have set up mission stations where the evil 
sanctuaries of devil doctors once polluted 
the land. Much remains to be done. 


Voodoo fires still gleam in the dark 
Haitian night. Tom toms still beat out the 
call of sex frenzy. Mass adultery is still 
practiced at some of the festivals. Only 
the Gospel can stir the conscience and 
give to these needy mountain people clean 
hearts and new ways of living. 


Other fires are also burning in Haiti. 
Revival fires have been kindled. Many 
are turning from the past. Scores of lov- 
able boys’ and girls are being rescued 
from Voodooism and given a clean 
chance to live untainted by the seepage of 
centuries. Maidens and stalwart youths 
are turning to Jesus. In marriage they are 
confessing their faith in the better way 
and are setting up Christian homes. Old 
folks are throwing away their fetishes and 
are singing praises to the Saviour. Christ 
loves these Voodooists. He died for them.

HE DEFENDER reviewed the first 

edition of Dr. Hooper’s treatise ten 
years ago.

But it 
proved to be the most popular book, 
against the evolutionary hypothesis, ever 
announced in these columns. 





Requests for copies poured in from all 
parts of the English-speaking world. It 
was ordered by clergymen, laymen, edu- 
cators and persons in other walks of life. 
Parents purchased it for sons and daugh- 
ters of high school and college age. 


The book has been out of print the last 
few years. Dr. Hooper and his asso- 
ciates are to be thanked for publishing a 
new and up-to-date edition at this time. 


The author does not rant. He stays 
by the facts. There is strength in his 
conservatism. He indulges in no literary 
antics. He insists that teachers in class- 
rooms should discriminate between fact 
and theory. He insists that by their very 
nature, the claims made for evolution must 
remain forever in the hypothetical state. 


While the book is written primarily | 


from the scientific point of view, yet Dr. 
Hooper shows by his personal testimony 
that a religious motive prompted the ef- 
fort. He says: 


“T came from a Christian home where 
the Bible was read and honored, My fa- 
ther was a Minister of the Gospel.

in the Church. 


The teachings of Christ clearly indi- 
cate that when we have experienced sal- 
vation, it then becomes our duty to bring 
others into the same saving knowledge of 
Jesus Christ. Such sayings, as “Ye are 
the light of the world,” and ‘“‘Follow me, 
and I will make you fishers of men,” in-

plished was grand and glorious and only 
humble men could be relied upon to give 


God the glory. 


Saint Augustine said that Peter did 
not lay aside his nets, but merely changed 
them. Often a change of occupation is 
not in order . . . merely a change of 
purpose, We are reminded of the shoe 
cobbler who hung this sign in his shop: 
*“‘My business is soul winning. I just fix 
shoes to pay expenses.” 

(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT SUC- 


CESSFUL SOUL WINNING INVOLVES 
PERSONAL EFFORT. 


It is becoming increasingly apparent 
that the most fruitful method of soul win- 
ning is the personal approach. Men take 
notice when they see that one is really 
concerned over their eternal interests. The 
pulpit, Sunday School and radio minis- 
tries are all important. But sinners need 
to have the claims of Christ laid directly 
before them. This is your task and priv- 
ilege. Andrew is an example.

DORCAS, WOMAN OF 
FAITH. 


Acts 9:36-42

OLDEN TEXT: ‘Inasmuch as ye 

have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.’’ Matthew 25:40. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON iS “WORKS.” 





One important fact needs to be em- 
phasized with regard to Dorcas—namely 
that she was not only a woman of good 
work, but also a disciple. (Acts 9:36) 
She was first a believer, and second a 
worker. A true disciple will confirm his 
testimony with good works, (James 2: 


20) 


Modernistic and humanistic Christian- 
ity has so misplaced the emphasis, that re- 
ligion nowadays is becoming devoid of 
faith, repentance, blood atonement, jus- 
tification and obedience. Ethics, rather 
than the eternal verities of the faith, en- 
joys preeminence. Works are being em- 
phasized. Faith is being minimized. 


If being good, generous and charitable 
means salvation, then physicians, nurses, 
teachers and philanthropists are all saved. 
A certain liberal commentary on the 
Scriptures devotes 8,000 words to the 
subject of Dorcas’ good works . . . and 
dismisses the evangelical nature of her dis- 
cipleship, and miraculous character of her 
restoration to life, with a few brief, de- 
rogatory sentences. 


While today’s lesson majors on good 
works, the salient feature is that Dorcas 
was first and foremost a Christian — a 
genuine, loyal follower of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as well as a social worker. The 
misplaced emphasis of Modernists is an 
error to be resisted. 


Dorcas proved her faith by being “‘full 





of good works.” The profession of the 
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Christian whose life produces no good 
works, is subject to question. The epistle 
of James condemns such people as false 
disciples. They deceive themselves and 
bring reproach upon the Gospel. Salvation 
is by grace and not of works . . . but 
where the works are lacking, the grace 
cannot be present. 


Dorcas obeyed the rules which Jesus 
had set down for greatness, in that she 
was a servant of others. The important 
feature of the social work of Dorcas was 
its close association with Christian exper- 
jence and recognition of the supernatural. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 9:40. 


“But peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled down, and prayed; and turning 
him to the body, said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes; and when she 
saw Peter, she sat up.” 


In our times, tie un“sed agency for in- 
ducing people to believe the Gospel is 
Christian testimony and the preaching of 
the Word. But during the Apostolic per- 
iod, miracles were often performed in 
order that the message might receive im- 
mediate and wide publication. Believers 
today, being less spiritual, do not proper- 
ly reflect the power of Christ in their 
lives, 


Early Christians, because of their 
yieldance to the Holy Spirit, gave the 
Dispensation of the Church an authorita- 


tive start. Signs, wonders and miraculous | 


gifts were manifested. 


The graphic minuteness of detail in 
the foregoing narrative, imparts an air 
of reality. The story is told simply and 
naturally, as though the writer never con- 
sidered that it might be doubted. 


In the act of kneeling and praying, 
Peter reveals to us the necessary attitude 
of ministers who would see miracles per- 
formed in line with the will of God. Peter 
sent the mourners from the room, that 
nothing should be allowed to negate the 
power of faith. 


The record simply states that Dorcas 
being dead, was restored to life, through 
the release of supernatural power. God 
was glorified by the event. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT SAV- 
ING FAITH RESULTS IN GOOD 
WORKS. 


One of the characteristics which ap- 
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peared strange to people of the world in 
New Testament times, was the concern 
of early Christians for the welfare of the 
poor and needy about them. Dorcas may 
not have been a woman of wealth, but 
what she had was used to relieve the 
misery of the destitute folk near her. Self- 
ishness manifested in the social relations 
of a believer is fatal to Christian testi- 
mony — no matter how fervent that testi- 
mony may be! 


During His earthly ministry, Christ in- 
dicated that deeds of kindness rendered 
to the suffering, sad and needy was ser- 
vice actually rendered to Himself. He is 
so united to humanity, that when we help 
our fellow men, we are doing it as unto 


Him.

Ananias was a disciple of excellent 


| repute in the ancient city of Damascus, 





| situated 





about 140 miles northeast of 
Jerusalem. At the time of the events of 
today’s lesson, 35 A. D., the city was 
approximately two thousand years old. 
Located in a plain of vast size and great 
fertility, it enjoys a splendid climate and 
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has always been an important city, of the 
Near East. The modern metropolis has 
188,000 population. 


To this bustling center of commerce, 
came Saul of Tarsus, “breathing out 
threatenings and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord.”” He was clothed 
with full authority of the Jews to bind 
and carry away all Christians encounter- 


ed. 


His reputation as a persecutor was well 
known in the city. Announcement of his 
coming reached the little band of believ- 
ers in advance. The disciples could have 
had no knowledge of the miraculous 
change that had come in the life of Saul, 
as he approached the city. 


We might justly criticize Ananias for 
presuming to “‘answer’”’ the Lord, if that 
were not such a common failing among 
us. He should have accepted the vision 
without question. But, placing ourselves 
in his position, we can understand that 
this would not have been easy. 


The fiery zeal of Saul, in leading the 
Jewish assault upon the early Church, 
was well known. Ananias was confessed- 
ly afraid of him. He could hardly be- 
lieve that he had heard the Lord right- 
ly. As the leader of those ‘‘of this way” 
in Damascus, he was the man most in 
danger at the hands of Saul. 


However, the p! ain command of the 
Lord and the assurance that “he pray- 
eth,” reconciled Ananias to visit and as- 


| sist Saul. He knew that there need be no

fear of a man whose prayers the Lord 
was hearing. 


The conflict against evil, requires 
prompt and unquestioning obedience to 
the Lord, our Leader. Slowness in obe- 
dience and unwillingness to be led of the 
Spirit hinders Christian usefulness. 


Jewish animosity toward the Christ 
and the Gospel has remained unchanged 
through the centuries that have interven- 
ed. Christians can safely deal with this 
opposition, only through prayer—even as 
the timid group prayed in the home of 
Ananias when they learned that Saul, the 
persecutor, was headed in their direction. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 9:27. 


““And Ananias went his way, and en- 
tered into the house; and putting his 
hands on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jesus, that appeared unto thee 
in the way as thou camest, hath sent me, 
that thou mightest receive thy sight and 
be filled with the Holy Ghost.” 


Christ’s true followers are quick to for- 
give. Ananias’ behavior exemplifies this 
trait. It is a great distinction to anyone, 
however obscure, to be used under God 
as an instrument in helping another per- 
form some useful task. However remark- 
able his |ater accomplishments, Paul 
could always point back to the humble 
Ananias, as a man who became an im- 





portant link in the chain of circumstances 
that made possible his great missionary 
work of later years. 


Every parent, Sunday School teacher 
and pastor should take courage from this 
truth, and always be diligent in helping 
those under his influence. All about us 
there are those who need help and en- 
couragement. When the books are finally 
opened, Ananias will share in the rewards 
that resulted from Paul’s famous minis- 
try. 

(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT THE 


LIFE OF OBEDIENCE IS THE LIFE OF 
USEFULNESS. 


Ananias functioned on a level where 
he could hear the voice of God. And he 


was obedient. 


This sensitivity to spiritual influences, 
makes it possible for God to use men. 
There are mystics today, as in times past, 
who possess these spiritual capacities. The 
trained ear of a musician, hears in the 
works of the masters, what others miss 
altogether. In like manner,  spiritually- 
minded men and women are able to dis- 
cern the things of God. All may so yield 
to Him as to hear His voice . . 
are willing to pay the price. 


God still speaks. It is important that 
men should listen and obey. Ananias and 
Paul are both beautiful examples of 
prompt and unreserved obedience. When 
the divine will was known, they followed 
it straightway. 
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ERSONS who give generously to the 

Cause of Christ invariably prosper. 
Temporal blessing accompanies unselfish 
giving. 


“Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house . . . prove me saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the windows 
of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, 
that there shall not be room enough to 
receive it.” 


In the days of His flesh, the Lord Jesus 
Christ manifested interest in motives, where 
the matter of giving was involved. He 
was attracted by the woman who gave 
the mite—not because of the sum but due 
rather to the motive. The mite was the 
smallest coin current in Palestine at that 
time. Its value was equal to less than 
two-tenths of a modern penny. 


Gifts resulting from self-denial have 





| special worth. Real giving involves the 


giving of self. The Cross will always 
have transforming value because it cost so 
dearly. 


Livingstone, as a young man, resolved 
to contribute to missions all that he might 
earn beyond his actual physical require- 
ments. 


When John Wesley’s income was $150 
a year, he lived on $140 and gave $10 
to Christian work. When his income 
increased to $300 and later to $600 he 
continued to live on $140 and gave away 
the balance. 


When William Carey’s salary was 
$500 a year, he lived on half this sum 
and contributed the remainder to the 
cause of missions. Later his salary be- 
came $7,500 as professor of Oriental 
languages, in Fort William College at 
Calcutta. But he still lived on the same 
amount appropriated when receiving the 
smaller salary, and gave the rest away. 


Our Lord set the standard to which 
these men attained for we read in II Cor- 
inthians 8:9, ‘He was rich, yet for your 
sakes he became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich.”

AQUILA AND PRISCILLA 


Acts 18:1-26; Romans 16:3-5 
I Cor. 16-19 











OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘Be not forget. 
ful to entertain strangers.’’ He. 
brews 13:2. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES 
SON IS “HELPERS.” 


During his second missionary journey, 
Paul made the acquaintance of Aquila 
and Priscilla in Corinth—an ancient and 
celebrated Grecian city about 40 miles 
west of Athens. They had previously 
come under the influence of the Gospel, 
presumably at Rome, their former place 
of residence. 


Being of mutual faith, and tentmakers 
by trade, like Paul, it was natural for 
them to admit him to the fellowship of 
their home. Although quiet people, will- 
ing to stay in the background, the success 
of the Corinth congregation was due in no 
small measure to their untiring efforts. 
They were stable folk . . . the type that 
pastors know can be depended upon at 
all times. 


Corinth being a place concerned with 
travel, there was a steady market for tents 
and tent cloth. The industry is still prev- 
alent in Western Asia today. Every city 
of any size has a section of its bazaar de- 
voted to tent making. 


Like Paul, Aquila had a Roman 
name. It has been supposed that he was 
originally taken to Rome as a slave. After 
being set free, he probably took the name 
of his master, as was the custom of those 
times. He and his wife were precise peo- 
ple of culture and good taste. They ar- 
ranged employment for Paul at Corinth 
and their house became his home. We 
may well hazard a guess that the Church 
at Corinth had its origin on these premises. 
There is no way to measure the beniga in- 
fluence of a consecrated Christian home. 

Later Aquila and Priscilla followed 
him to Ephesus, There they served the 
Cause of Christ in much the same way as 
in Corinth. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 18:26. 


“And he (Apollos) began to speak 
boldly in the synagague: whom when A- 
quila and Priscilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto him 
the way of God more perfectly.” 


Apollos was a scholar from the Jewish 
Alexandrian School. He accepted all the 
truth that came to him and placed his 
learning at the disposal of the Lord's 
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work. He was a disciple of spiritual fer- 
vency, a converted Jew enjoying every- 
thing suggested by the phrase “‘the bap- 


tism of John”’ . . . just as Andrew had 
done before he met the Lord. With his 
eloquence and learning, Apollos proved 
an invaluable addition to the little army 
of Christians, actively engaged in spread- 
ing the Gospel throughout Western Asia. 


But Aquila and Priscilla were quick 
to discern that something was lacking. 
They told him the Gospel story and ac- 
quainted him with the great doctrines of 
the Faith. Quietly and tactfully they ex- 
plained to him the more perfect way. Al- 
though only plain people, they were not 
overwhelmed by the scholarly eloquence 
of Apollos, Recognizing his gifts, they 
dared to offer him the direction he need- 
ed. A layman can today learn an impor- 
tant lesson from Aquila and Priscilla. 
They knew the doctrines. Men and wom- 
en of this type, occupying pews in the 
Church of the twentieth century, would 
put an end to false teachings that are hav- 
ing such a tragic and devitalizing effect 
upon the Gospel. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT GOOD 
HOMES ARE ALWAYS A BLESSING. 


Tt is hard to evaluate the importance of 
a home dedicated to God, love and the 
helpfullness of others. The home of A- 
quila and his Christian wife was a place 
of blessing to everyone. 


While they were entertaining Paul at | 


Corinth, their Jewish friends of the syna- 
gogue became so violent against the Gos- 
pel that Paul finally had to shake his rai- 
ment and say: “*Your blood be upon your 
own heads; I am clean.” 


Of this home, Dr. Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon would have said: ““When home 
is ruled according to God’s Word, angels 
might be asked to stay a night, and they 
would not find themselves out of the ele- 
ments.”

BARNABAS, A GOOD MAN. 
Acts 4:36-37; 9:26-27; 
11:22-26; 13:1-3 


OLDEN TEXT: ‘‘He was a good 

man, and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith.’ Acts 11:24. 

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CHRISTIANITY.” 

Barnabas’ real name was Joseph. The 
apostles gave him the New Testament 
nickname as an expression of respect and

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affection. It means, “Son of consola- 


tion.” 


He was a loyal follower of the Christ. 
Being possessed of land, he generously 
disposed of it for the benefit of the 
Christian community . . . and laid the 
money at the apostles’ feet. This oc- 
curred immediately after Pentecost, indi- 
cating that he was an early convert to 
Christianity. 


Barnabas was at Antioch when the 
disciples were first called ‘‘Christians’’— 
from the Greek term Khris-tee-anos, 
meaning “followers of Christ.” 


Believers of the early Church approved 
the appelation, according to I Peter 4:16. 
Enemies applied it as a title of ridicule. 
Agrippa used it in derison, as suggested 
by Acts 26:28. But the members of 
our Lord’s “‘little flock’’ were proud to 
wear the badge. They did so at great 
personal risk! 


Talmudic Judaism persecuted Chris- 
tians on the one hand . . . and Roman- 
Grecian paganism on the other. Because 
Christ’s followers of that period rejected 
both the anti-Christ religion of Jewry, and 
the pagan mythologies of Rome and 
Greece, they were regarded as atheists. 


To be a Christian in those days, meant 
that one’s life was lived after the fashion 
of Christ. The experience in which Bar- 
nabas shared, recorded in Acts 13:2, 
shows that these early followers of the 
Master enjoyed conscious leadership of 
the Holy Spirit. Their primary concern 
was for the salvation of souls, They 
took the Great Commission literally. 


To be worthy of the name Christian, 
we modern disciples of the Lord must 
get back to New Testament fundamen- 
tals. The primary requirement is to be 
born from above, and then in loyalty and 
simplicity, follow Christ. Those who 
walk with Him have His promise that 
they shall not live in darkness. 
recipients of divine light. They enjoy 
spiritual illumination, Like Barnabas, 
they have an experiencial relationship with 


the Holy Spirit. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ACTS 11:24. 


“He was a good man, and full of the 
Holy Ghost and of faith.”” Barnabas 
sold his property and gave the money to 
the Cause of Christ. Religion that touches 
the pocketbook is generally sound. In 
breaking earthly ties, Barnabas was 
strengthening those that bound him to 
heaven. (See Matthew 6:19-21.) 


He was one of the few men, other 
than ‘“‘the twelve,” entitled to be called 
an apostle (Acts 14:14). One of the 








most heroic acts of his career was willing- 
ness to be identified with Paul immedia- 
tely after the latter’s conversion. Being 
quick to discern the genuineness of the 
persecutor’s new experience, he came to 
his support, at the risk of bemg misunder- 
stood. This was at a time when Paul 
needed exactly such companionship. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT... 
THE HOLY SPIRIT IS THE TRUE 
GUIDE FOR THE INDIVIDUAL AND 
THE CHURCH. 


The theme of today’s Lesson is Holy 
Spirit leadership. The early disciples 





were conscious of divine guidance. Whethe 
er enjoying prosperity or enduring adver 
sity, they knew that their lives were glors 
fying the Christ who died for them. 


The Holy Spirit is omniscient — aff 
wise. We are limited in our intellecty 
capacities. But the Holy Spirit is nog 
fenced about by such limitations. To the 
degree that we yield to Him, He will 
work for us. “As they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy Ghost said) 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work whereunto I have called them.
